"Washington, Aug. 4 The vocational educational
bill which passed the senate the other day without de-

bate or notice of any kind, is to be pressed upon the
House in an eleventh hour attempt to secure enact-

ment before the adjournment of Congress.
It had been thought that the Senate calendar was

too crowded to allow room at this time, and the plan
had been to postpone the enactment of this legislation
till the December session. Favorable reports on the bill
were made some weeks ago by both committees which
handled it."
